HAMILTON who 
stated that its purpose was to found an organization on a 
national basis to be known as the "National Association For 
The Advancement of White People" and that this new organ- 
ization would consolidate groups similar to that of the 
Citizens Protective Association throughout the country.

Como -Inn • He staurant and Hall, 546 Milwaukee Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, and furnished the following information both orally 
and bv written report to' SA PHILIP F. DONEGAN on 7-20-52. . 
The informants report is maintained in SL file 66-193 5A. 

It was voted that the convention should be called "The 
Nationalist Convention of America" and it was stated that the 
purpose of the convention was: 1.. To support General DOUGLAS 
MacARTHUR for President of the United States; 2. To also 
support GEORGE D. HIGGINS for President on the Liberty Party 
ticket in order that he would be able to obtain radio time; 
3. To found a new organization which would consolidate the 
organizations present into a nation wide group. The- chairman ■ 
of the convention was JOSEPH "BEAUHARNAIS of Chicago, Illinois, 
and the co-chairman was PETER L. XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio. 

BEAUHARNAIS stated at the opening of the convention that 
the Como-Inn Restaurant had given them the hall without „ 
■charge, provided that the delegates to the convention ate 
their meals at the restaurant. The informant stated that the 
delegates ate their meals in a private dining room throughout 
the convention. 

I I who, accbrd ing to the informant, was the he

convention. Posters hung on' the walls of the convention hall 
denounced the United Nations, the Communists, taxes, Negroes 
onri ,Wa. Th e, informant registered for the convention with 
I l and was informed by her that all of the speeches 

to be made at the convention were going to be recorded, on a 
sound tape recorder. 

The first speaker at the July 4th session was GEORGE D. 
HIGGINS of L 0 s Angeles, California, who announced that he is 
the candidate for President of the United States on the 
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Liberty Tarty ticket. HIGGINS stated that his purpose is 
to warn the American people of -the grave danger which threatens 
them, their liberty and their republic; to set f ortn the true 
'nature and cause of the crises and to prescribe an adequate 
remedy. H e stated that the United States has been taken over 
by the Rothschild International Banking Monopoly, frequently 
called the "Money Power," which includes the Federal reserve _ 
MouopoIv. He stated that the republic of the United states is 
dead" and that the Constitution, with its Bill of irdghts, has 
been thrown into discord by the Rothschild money power. He 
continued that this money power has substituted in place of • 
the republic of the United States an oligarchy of their own, 
whicb is the United Nations organization. He stated that 
by joining the UN the US is selling itself into a permanent 
bonded debt. HIGGINS stated that he advocates repudiating 
all Gold Certificates and the retiring of all Federal Reserve 
Notes and that Congress should then print debt free currency. 
He stated that the Income Tax Law should be abolished and 
that the Farm Relief Act and the Taft-Hartley Act , which _ are 
both tools of the money power, must be repealed. He claimed 
that the U.S. is using all of these things to bring about 
inflation and that when the value of the dollar is low enough 
to create panic, they will tell the people that the only way 
to save the U.S. is to join the United Nations, and that the 
U.N. will then put us "in poverty. 

The. next speaker was Mrs. ED C. ALUMBAUGH, who is the - 
editor of a monthly newspaper called- "The Spider," at fcacon, 
Georgia. According to the informant, she made a plea for 
taking, the United States out from under the international 
banking power. She advocated changing the money system 
presently in use in this country and stated that her group- 
is backing -General DOUGLAS MacARTHUR for President because, 
if 'elected, he would abolish our present money system. 

C. DANIEL KURTZ, State Director of the New York Anti- 
Communist League, spoke and explained that he has been 
speaking on the street corners of New Jork City for years , 
and that he had made several speeches in the Rockaway Beach 
area, which had resulted in his arrest. KURTZ presented an 
attack against the J e wish race and stated that if the Jewish 
people were not run out of this county they would soon take 
over.

The evening s ession on July 4, 1952 was addressed by 
PETER L. XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio who acted as co-chairman 
of the convention. He spoke about the United Nations during 
which he vigoriously attacked the U.N» and stated that, in 
his opinion, the U.N. is unconstitutional. XAVIER stated that 
he had been discharged from the Army because he stood in 
front of the U.N. Building in New xork City, threw the U.N. 
flag on the ground and called the President a traitor. He 
claimed that one day he would be. reinstated in the Army and 
at this time he would fight for his Army pay since the time 
of his discharge. 

Another speaker was CONDE McGINLEY , editor of the news- 
paper • "Common Sense" which is published twice monthly at 
Union, New Jersey. H e strongly attacked the Jewish race, 
stating that all of our troubles are rooted in the Jews 
because they are the ones behind the Russians. He, stated 
that he is now devoting his full time to the publishing ox 
"Common Sense," which has reached nationwide circulation „ 
McGINLSY described several attempts which have been made on 
his life and on the lives of his employees. He stated that 
these -attacks, as well as other attacks against his printing 
plant, we~e made by ."Communist Jews" who sought to stop the 
publication of "Common Sense." 

At the first session on July 5, 1952, which convened at 
11:00 a.m., PETER XAVIER acted as chairman. The session 
opened with C-SORGE D. HIGG1NS of Los Angeles leading in the 
pledge of allegiance tc the flag, which was followed by 
prayers lead bv JOHN W. HAMILTON of St. Louis. The first 
speaker was a Miss WALKER from the State of Iowa, who was 
one of three sisters present at the convention, She talked 
against the Farm Bureau and stated that the Farm Bureau was 
taking the farmers away from God. She stated that the govern- 
ment was making the farmer lazy by letting him plant only- 
certain crops and that this was ruining the farms as well as 
the farmer. 

The next speaker^ was C. DANIEL KURTZ of New York City, 
who presented another " attack against the Jewish people. 
According to the informant, KURTZ did little more than repeat 
his remarks of the previous day. 

The next speaker was JOHN ¥. • HAMILTON from the Citizens 
Protective Association, St. L 0 uis, Missouri. He attacked the 
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Negro race, stating that the Negro is a backward man and 
always will be backward. He stated that the Negro has 
eaten the heart out' of St. Louis where a minority group has 
dictated the policy, kangaroo courts were in session, and the 
Negroes get off very lightly for their crime. He stated that 
two Negroes had gotten very light sentences in the killing 
of ar Overland, Missouri policeman and that they would be 
eligible for parole" in five years. HAMILTON stated that the. 
people of St." Louis were going to begin to do something about 
Negroes and that this was one situtation that the people were 
going to stop. HAMILTON urged that all of the groups represent- 
ed at the convention unite in order that they might do some- 
thing a bout fighting the Negro situation c?ll over the country r 

Another speaker was a Mr. LAND IS from Dayton, Ohio, who 
spoke in favor of abolishing all taxes. H e stated that he and 
a" group of others had attempted to have an earnings tax out- 
lawed in Dayton because it had not been voted upon by the 
people. H e stated, however, that it was later passed by a vote 
of the people of .Dayton. LANDIS stated that he wrote one. 
hundred* letters to people who would have to pay the earnings 
tax. buc who would not benefit from it since they resided cut- 
side of Dayton. He stated that in these letters he asked these 
people to attend a meeting to discuss the situation but that 
only one person arrived to attend the meeting. He stated that 
this was an example of phe fact that the American people are 
just stupid about such matters. 

The main sxreakei at the evening session on July 1952, 
was JOSEPh 3EAUHARNAIS, leader of the Itfhit e • Circle League at 
Chicago, Illinois. He discussed the Cicero, Illinois riot and 
stated chat -the owner of the property which caused the incident, 
Mrs. DeROSE, had nailed upon him for help. He stated that 
Mrs. DeROSE had by mistake retained a N e gro attorney to defend _ 
her in a case with the rent control office. He stated that this 
attorney and his associates gained control of Mrs. DeROSE -s 
property and employed a Negro couple to pretend they were 
going to move into the apartment- house. By this means, the 
Negro attorney hoped to get $120,000 for the property which 
was valued at $60,000. BEAUHARNAIS stated that Mrs. DeROSE 
then employed a second attorney to sue the Negro attorney and 
that when this case came up in court Mrs, DeROSE was jailed for 
contempt of court* EEAUHARNAIS stated that he and the parents 
of Mrs". DeROSE attempted to post bond for her and found that 
she had been placed in a mental institution. H e stated that 
Mrs. DeROSE was not given an opportunity to speak in her own 
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behalf and that he was going to do all in his power to help 
Mrs. DeROSE. 

At the conclusion of his speech, \BEAUHARNAIS stated that 
all of the speeches being made at t&e convention were being 
sound recorded "because we may have to use it in court some- ' 
day." He added that the recording would be made available to " 
the member organizations in order that they might be played at 
local meetings. 

According to the informant, the first speaker at the 
J u ly 6, 1952 session was a Mr. LAMBERT from Chicago, Illinois 
who related how the Woodlawn section of Chicago was being over- 
run with Negroes, H e stated that he had owned a restaurant 
in this section* and that the Negroes often left without paying 
for their meals, H e stated that on one occasion a Negro woman 
left without paying and in addition to this she struck and 
cursed him, and the following day brought him into court and 
sued him for $20, H e stated that several days later a Negro 
woman left without paying but he made no effort to stop her 
because he said he would get no backing from the police. He 
stated that all of the Woodlawn residents ha.ve had to stand 
by and watch their stores being broken into and robbed because 
the police do nothing to help them. He stated that for this 
reason he and other Woodlawn residents were supporting the 
anti-Negro "White Circle League" in Chicago, 

The next speaker was LEWIS KLENKE of Edwardsville, Illinois, 
who is a member of the Board of Directors of the newspaper 
"The Farmers 1 Voice," published by the United Farmers of 
America, Incorporated, H e spoke against the use of artificial 
fertilizer and insect sprays and stated that his organization 
was against the use of medicines and the fluoridation of water 
systems. He stated that the people were being forced to use 
these artificial aids as part of a deep rooted plot to weaken 
them so that they could be easily overcome. 

The informant stated that at the last session of the, 
convention many resolutions were introduced and adopted. It 
was stated that a copy of these would later be sent to all those 
delegates in attendance • In summary, these resolutions in- 
dicated that the • organization would be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Farm Bureau, anti-tax system and against the present 
monetary system in this country. The informant advised that 
a discussion took place concerning the name to be adopted by the 
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organization • • After the introduction and discussion of 
several names, the name selected was "National* Association 
For The Advancement of White People." However, the informant 
was later advised by JOHN W. HAMILTON that after the convention 
had ended the leaders of ^several participating organizations 
met and decided that the name selected at the convention should 
be changed inasmuch as it might be confused with the National 
Association For The Advancement of Colored People, HAMILTON 
stated that it was decided to change the name from "National 
Association For The Advancement of , White. People" to "The 
Allied American Association," 

According to the informant, it was not made clear at the 
convention whether the new organization would have a head- 
quarters \tfhich would direct its* activities or whether it would 
be an organization in name only, with all activities carried on 
through the member organizations. It was stated, however, that 
the participating organizations would retain their present 
name and character but that their letterheads would be changed 
to show affiliation with the "National Association For The 
Advancement Of Miite People." According to the informant, it 
appears that the participating organizations will all adopt 
the platform of the new organization ♦ The informant stated 
that most of the delegates present appeared to be friends of 
long standing and indicated that they were in constant 
communication with each other*

there were aeiegates-from about thirty states present at the 
convention • However, the informant observed that there were 
never more than thirty-five people present at any one session 
of the convention ♦ It was also stated during the convention 
that there were to be approximately fifty organizations joining 
together to form the -"National Association For The Advancement 
Of White People," but, according to 'the informant, not all of these 
were represented at the convention* 

Informant stated that JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS indicated that 
the names of the participating organizations would be made 
available at a later date, at which time a list of the 
resolutions passed would also be made available to those who 
had attended* 

Inasmuch as there is no organization known as the "National 
Association For The Advancement -Of White People" or "The Allied 
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American Association" in St. Louis at the present time, the 
activities of this organization will be followed through the 
investigation presently being conducted concerning the 
Citizens Protective Association in St. Louis.

the aid and suggestions of HMDRIX in this undertaking. HENDRIX 
stated that the Missouri Klan would be a subsidiary of the Southern 
Knights of the KKK until it became well enough organized to be a 
self-sustaining organization at which time the Missouri Klan would 
be issued a charter by RHNDRIX. 

According to | | plans for the establish ment of the M issouri 

Klan will be as follows: JOHN W. HAMILTON and I I are to 

personally pick 20 members from the Citizens Protective Association 
in St. Louis to be charter members at which time each of the 20 mem- 
bers will be investigated by HAMILTON. Each of the 20 will be as- 
sessed $10 of which %3 will be retained locally and $7 will be for- 
warded to HENDRIX in Florida. Each of the 20 charter members will 
then obtain one new member which will double the membership. These 
new members will also be assessed *5l0 each. According to the in- 
formant, HENDRIX advised HAMILTON not to have anything to do with 
anyone who was a former Klan member in St. Louis as they are con- 
sidered unreliable inasmuch as the Klan has not been active here for - 
a very long period. HENDRIX also suggested that HAMILTON should turn 
down a certain cortion of the applications for no other reason than 
to show that the Klan is particul-r in choosing its members and does 
not take all who apply. 

HAMILTON indicated that within a very short period he wanted to 
start sons cross -burnings in St. Louis. On this regard, HENDRIX 
advised HAMILTON that he should burn five or six crosses simultaneously 
in order to lead the public to believe that there are a very large 
number of Klansmen in St.. Louis. HAMILTON stated that he wanted no 
violence in St. Louis but that he did want a lot of activity in 
order to make it appear that the Klan is organized in large numbers 
and also to properly scare the Negroes. 

It was indicated 'that in the beginning St. Louis will be the hub for 
Klan activities in Missouri, after which they will branch out to 
other parts of the state to recruit new members and hold meetings. 
It was planned that after the KLan becomes organised in St. Louis 

they will hold a big meeting at Potosi, Missouri, where the J | 

are" acouainted with some person who owns farm land. According to 
the informant, the plan is to rent a corn field from this person at

Potosi, Missouri, -Where they hope to hold a meeting which will be 
held with the hope of obtaining a large number of new members from 
that area. HAMILTON stated that he hoped the meeting in Potosi 
\*ould be able to be held by October and HENDRIX indicated that he 
would come to Potosi to speak at this meeting, HENDRIX further ex- 
plained that by renting a piece of property in this manner the au- 
thorities could do nothing to them and could not put them off of the 
property. The meeting at Potosi is to be attended by the 40 Klansmen 
from St. Louis who, by that time, will have their robes which will be 
obtained through HENDRIX from Florida. HAMILTON stated that bythe 
time of the Potosi meeting he hopes to have between forty and fifty 
members . 

According to the informant, HENDRIX stated that he has greatly re- 
duced his activity recently in view of the fact that a Klan officer 
was presently awaiting a retrial and that he did not want to do any- 
thing which would focus attention on the ELan and possibly jeopardize 
the chances of this official. He stated, however, that after this 
matter was settled he was going to increase his activity and that he 
wanted to have the Klan become active in 48 states, HENDRIX men- 
tioned briefly that his Klan took no part in the recent Miami bombings 
and he stated that he had told the FBI that he had nothing to do with 
it, 

HENDRIX mentioned a movie believed by the informant to be titled 
"Star Morning" which apparently was very anti-KLan in nature. Ac- 
cording to the informant, this sovie was show at theaters in Jackson- 
ville, Florida, apparently some time ago. HEM DP IX mentioned briefly 
that the story portrayed incidents in which a man was dragged through 
the streets and later killed by members of the KKK after vihich it was 
discovered that he was innocent of the charges accused of . by the KKK. 
HENDRIX stated that he and members of his Klan went to Jacksonville 
and put lamp black on a large number of the seats in the theater at 
which the picture was showing. He stated that this created such a 
turmoil with the patrons of the theater that the theater was almost 
forced out of business, 
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According to the informant, HENDRIX explained a method which has been_ 
utilized by the Klan in administering a beating to a designated indivi- 
dual. He said the procedure was to have the man accroached while walk- 
ing on the street by a Klansman in plain clothes who would be carrying 
a cain and a switch blade knife. He said the Klansman would then start 
beating the man with his cain at which time he would also drop the switch 
blade knife to the ground. HENDRIX stated that at the time of the 
attack it is necessary to have five or six-Klansmen standing around the 
vicinity to observe the incident. He said the attacker then claims that 
the beaten man attempted to attack him with the knife and that he used 
the cain in self defense. At this time the other Klansmen Who are^ 
acting as witnesses come forward and verify the statement of the first 
Klansman to the effect that the beaten man had attacked the Klansman 
with the knife. He stated that. .in this situation none of the Klansmen 
involved are identified as such. 
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HENDRIX stated that PETER XAVISR from Dayton, Ohio, had been to visit 
him several months ago. From ensuing conversations it was the informant's 
impression that XAVIER is to formulate plans for the formation of a _ 
Klan in Dayton, Ohio, although this was not specifically stated, HEwDEIX 
did mention that he took XAVIER to a Klan meeting and that XAVIER seemed 
to be fairly well impressed with the affair. 

Mention' was made of the meeting which took place in Chicago, Illinois, 
in July, 1952 fcr the purpose of establishing the organization to be 
known as the National Association for the Advancement of *Mte People 
to be comoosed of various anti-Negro organizations, HENDRIX stated that 
he had been invited to attend this meeting but had not done so because 
it was his impression that most of the people from these other anti- 
Negro groups do a lot of talking but are not taking part in any real 
activity. He said that for this reason he did not want to become af- 
filiated with the National Association for the Advancement of ^Jhite 
People,. He stated that he wvnted to devote all of his attention to 
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the KICK but that he would be happy if any of these people who are^ 
leaders of other anti-Negro groups want to work with him in organizing 
the Klan in their area. He stated t>mt in this event he would be glad 
to have their assistance. HEHD^IX indicated that he did not think 
too much of JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS, leader of the TOiite Circle League in 
Chicago, who was instrumental in forming the National Association for 
the Advancement of *hite People, HENDRIX stated that he trusted^ 
BEAUHARNAIS but did not think he was a very good leader. Following 
this remark, JOHN HAMILTON stated that more had been accomplished in 
three hours with KENDRIX then had been done in three days at the above 
mentioned Chicago meeting. Hi&ILTON stated that he was disappointed^ 
with the results at Chicago inasmuch as there had been a lot of talking 
but that many things had been left in an undecided status. He stated 
that the St, Loui3 Citizens Protective Association was going to join 
the National Association for the Advancement of V&Lte People mostly 
for the benefit of BEAUHARNAIS but that he would not be able to give 
BEAUHARNAIS much help, HAMILTON added that he wanted to devote much 
of his time in the future to organizing the KKK in lassouri. 

In regard to JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS, HA12LT0N stated that several months 
ago he had been with BEAUHARNAIS in the company of other individuals 
at which time BFAUHARNAIS became intoxicated. He stated that at this 
time they were engaged in a discussion during which BEAUHARNAIS defended 
the r>osition of the Catholic Church on several points. HAMILTON con- 
cluded fron this incident that BEAUHA2UAIS might be a Catholic or 
might have been a Catholic at one time. 

According to the informant, HENDRIX also mentioned that he had organized 
the American Confederate Army which the informant stated appears to be 
a- front organization for the KKK, HENDRIX stated that he intends to 
expand the "meric?n Confederate Army because they are able to take into 
that organization people who wish to lend support, both moral and finan- 
cial, to the KKK but who are not eligible to join the KFK either because 
they are Catholics or because they aro naturalized citizens. Informant 
reported that JOHN H-'JKILTON displayed a small card which he carries in 
his wallet which states that HAMILTON holds the rank of colonel in the 
American Confederate Army, HAMILTON indicated during the discussion that 
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he might organize a branch of the American Confederate Amy in St* 
Louis after he gets the KKK well organized* 

At one point HENDRIX mentioned to HiillLTON that a man by the name of 
| | (phonetic) has been attempting to affiliat e himself with IF5HDKD 

and the Klan. HAMILTON told HENDRIX that I | has started about 

seventy different organizations and that he ia not interested in any 
one organization, his only interest being that of obtaining money for 
his own pe rsonal g ain, HAMILTON advised HENDRIX not to have anyting 
to do with I land not to cooperate with him in the future . 



The informant reported that H3WEBIX furnished JOHN HAMILTON with a 
book entitled "Koran" which HENDRIX stated was the "Bible" of the KKK 
end contains i nformation on the organization raid rules under which the 
KKK operates. I I mentioned that he owns what he called an 

original Koran which he stated had been used during the Civil War 
period* 

According to the informant, HENDRIX gave HAMILTON instructions concern- 
ing the most desirable means of constructing a wooden cross for their 
purpose. HENDRIX stated that the wooden frame is wrapped in burlap 
which has been soaked in naptha or gasoline. He stated that for the 
best results, powdered carbide should be sprinkled under the burlap 
inasmuch as when water is directed on the flames the carbide will 
grratly increase the intensity of the fire instead of extinguishing it* 
He stated that a very satisfactory time fuse can be used to ignite the 
cross. This consists of taking a package of book matches on which the 
cover is opened and then closed beneath the exposed matches. A lighted 
cigarette is then placed in between the covers of the match book with 
the lighted end away from the match book. He stated that as the cigarette 
burns it will burn toward the matches and \*hen it burns to a point 
underneath the exposed matches, they will ignite and will in turn ignite 
the burlap. H^DRIX stated that the time fuse can be placed on one of . 
the cross arms of the cross and it will do a satisfactory job. 

HAMILTON indicated that the KKK will be organized in Missouri with St. 
Louis as the center of activity in the beginning and that it would then 
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be organized in other places throughout the state. HENDRIX stated that 
once the organization became large enough to be self-sustaining it 
will not linger be necessary to pay dues to the Southern Knights of the 
KKE. He st?ted that until that time, however, the Florida ICLan would 
lend moral support to the Missouri ICLan. 

HENDRIX instructed H^HTON that they should allow no notes to be taken 
at any of the meetings and that in the evmt a member had missed a 
meeting he could be informed of what had taken place from the minutes 
read at the following meeting and that it would never be necessary for 
a member to 5xform another member of what had taken place. He stated 
that anyone found tellinsr of what had transpired at a Klan meeting or 
anyone caught divulging any of the Kim's secrets should be horse whipped,

HAT7LT0N advised HENDRIX that he would be in Florida during both the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays and that he would visit HENDRIX 
at those times. HAMILTON stated that he would-be spending both holidays 
with his parents who roside in St. Cloud, Florida. 

According to the informant, H.T.ILTON and I I are both very much 

interested in the KKK and believed it will get good support in St, Louis 
and throughout Missouri. On the return trip from Florida, both indicated 
that they' were very anxious to get organized and to get some activity 
under way in St, Louis,

HENDRIX told of six men from* Dayton, Ohio and St., Louis, 
Missouri who -Had visited .at his home about a, week prior to the 
meeting o He stated that soon groups would be operating under the 
leadership of the Southern Knights. HENDRIX also stated the 
White Protective Association, St* Louis, is. a similar organization 
and there is a similar organization in Dayton, Ohio. HENDRIX 
inferred that these two organizations are getting ready to join 
with the Klan.. He stated the members of these groups would 
actually be a part of the organization and will pay dues to 
HENDRIX, 

HENDRIX further told how a White Protective Association 
threw ten gallons of gasoline on a swimming pool in St. Louis " 
which was thrown open to mixed bathing. He said they lighted the 
gasoline, but it did not stop the mixed -bathing. Informant stated 
JIMDRIX said a man by the name of JOHN HAMILTON, and a man named 

I had appealed to him and he. told them to burn a cross, which 
they did, and the pool practically quit doing business. 

In a private conversation with HENDRIX, informant stated 
he had gathered the impression that HENDRIX was not favorably 
considering a meeting at the Wal dorf Astoria in New York with 
McGINLEY, as suggested by I 1 He also stated the group from 

St.' Louis who had visited him over the Labor Day weekend had 
offered him |200 expense money to go to St. Louis to speak before 
their groups and that he intends to go. 

HENDRIX told the informant that approximately three or 
four years ago he published a newspaper for the organization 
"Southern Gospel". He stated in this newspaper *he ran a fake 
advertisement under the name of "Association for the Advancement 
of White People" and that- a man named BOHARNEAU in Chicago had 
recently written him requesting permission to use this name in 
organizing a group of "our" people. HENDRIX stated this is being 
done, but he doesn't think much will come "of it. 

HENDRIX stated a man by the name of PETE XAVIER is very 
active in Dayton, Ohio. He also expressed the opinion that he

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HENDRIX advised the informant that the "Minute Women 
of Connecticut T? recenbly held a convention in Chicago which was 
attended py some 500, HENDRIX stated when UPTON CLARE made a 
speech before this group- he mentioned the need to return to 
Christian principles* According to HENDRIX , one of the 
secretaries of the group became irritated at this and stated it

Bothehilds International Barring ii!onopo3y* *r. Higgens said that the 
United Nations Organization is making of this Irlcney £o??6.re &n~ by joining 
the United Nations the Uniteu States is selling itself into permanent 
handed debt* Higgens ??antts to rc udiate all gold certificates and 
retire all Feaeral Beserve Notes.

York told of hov; he spoke on street 
corners telling the people that if the Je w ish people were not run cut of 
the country they would scon take over* He told of making some cf his talks 
in the Bockaway Beach area of Ifew tovk and as a Result being arrested.

The regaining portion of the meeting was taken up by lSr» Conde McGenley 
who stated that al 1 of our troubles w ere rooted in the Je#s for they were 
be hind the Russians* Sr* McGenley is the eaitor of a paper called ^Oosuaon 
Sence" This pa er had been distributed free of charge but the demand grew 
to be so great that £3r* ScGenl^y aevotes all of his time to printing the
